TRAGEDY AT CUMBERLAND. 


Two Men Killed by Drinking: Carbolic Acid 


Whloh They Thought Was Whisky. 


As a result of drinking carbolic acid, 


which they mistook for whisky, Con- 
ductor William G. Little, of the B. and 
O , Cumberland, and John Steckman, 
of Hyndman, lost their lives. 
The 


tragedy occurred at Cumberland early 
Sunday morning. The two men had 
been together late Saturday night 
and it seems that just before they 
parted to go to their homes they took 
a drink. In searching the clothing of 
Steckman a half pint whisky bottle, 
labelled "Carbolic Acid" and contain- 
ing what is known as the "red aeid," 
employed chiefly as a disinfectant, was 
brought to light. The resemblance to 
whisky being very marked, it was 
readily seen how easily the one might 
be mistaken for the other. 


An inquest was held Monday after- 


noon and the jury found that the 
deceased came to their death from car- 
bolic acid poisoning, the liquid being 
taken in a manner unknown to the 
jurors. 


Mr. Little was aged thirty-two years 


He was a native of Harper's Ferry, Va. 
Mr. Steckman was twenty-seven years 
of age and was employed in the brick 
yard at Hyndman. He was a son of 
John Stockman. He is survived by his 
parents, three brothers and two sisters. 
The body was taken to Hyndman and 
interred at that place.

John B. Drenning. 


John B. Drenning, a well known 


citizen of Cumberland Valley town- 
ship, died Saturday afternoon. 
He 


was a son of Samuel Drenning and 
was born in Bedford township on Oc- 
tober 21, 1832. After working on his 
father's farm for several years he 
learned carpentering and was engaged 
in that occupation until 1885, when he 
again took up farming and fruit grow- 
ing. 
He was one of the pioneer apple 


growers of the county. Mr. Drenning 
was well posted in horticulture and his 
advice was often sought by his neigh- 
bors. In 1881 he was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Mary Wertz, daughter of 
Paul Wertz, of Cumberland Valley. 
Mrs. Drenning died on December 10, 
1893.

Bedford township; Capt. Henry A. and

Tli« Various Processes From the 


Time the Fisli Are Cunglit. 


The salmon caught in tha seines and 


gill nets are brought to the cannery 
wharf, counted and thrown into heaps. 
Chinamen are mostly employed for 
(subsequent operations. They take eacb 
flsh, cut off tbe bead, tail and fins, re- 
move the entrails and throw the rest 
of the animal iuto a big tub. Next the 
flsh is wnalind and placed in a trough, 
where several knives, acting after the 
manner of a feed cutter, slice it iuto 
sections exactly as Ions; as the height 
of a can. These sections are set on 
end and split into three pieces, one 
piece large enough to fill tbe can, while 
the others are smaller. The fragments 
are then placed on tables, and the Chi- 
namen fit them iuto tbe cans. Next the 
covers are put on the cans and sol- 
dered. 


After being soldered tbe cans are put 


into hot water and watched iu order to 
see If any bubbles rise. Indicating 
leaks. Tbose which eudure this test 
successfully are placed in au Iron tank 
and boiled in salt water. Salt water Is 
used In preference to fresh because it 
can be raised to a higher temperature. 
After boiling for au hour ;uid a quarter 
each can Is "vented." This means that 
a hole is punched iu its top to permit 
the expanded air to escape. Then tbe 
hole is soldered up, and tlie cooking is 
finished by further boiling in salt wa- 
ter for an hour and a half, if they 
were not "vented." this second cooking 
•would burst the caus. Finally eacb can 
Is tested by tapping it on tbe head 
with a big nail. If leaky, It will usual- 
ly give back a "tinny" sound.
